We can expect these contagions 
to run true to type except in de- 
gree, unless they are complicated 
by other disturbances. The speci- 
fic facts which concern the de- 
velopment and duration of con- 
tact diseases can only be known 
when we learn how long it takes 
them to exhaust the field which 
has proven favorable to them. 


These same theories about ex- 
hausting the field of development 
are at the bottom of the facts 
concerning the immunity which 
we sometimes develop to a second 
attack of certain disease. Either 
the fertility of the field for that 
particular bacteria is exhausted 
or the disease has created its own 
anti-toxin which protects against 
are inoculation by the same germ. 

The whole question of conta- 
gion is disputed by certain fac- 
tions, but the tragic facts still 
rémain. Where living organisms 
are gathered in groups, whether 
those groups are human. or ani- 
mal, or only vegetable, the virus 
of bacteria borne disease will pass 
from one to another if contact is 
made. r

HERE are specific conditions 
favorable to the spread of 
contagion. Externally, contagion 
is encouraged by dirt of any kind, 
by poor surroundings in the 
home, by the lack of ventilation 
and by insufficient or inadequate 
fond.

chimney, she should not disturb 
him unless she really needs him. 
The time to engage a child’s at- 
tention with our ideas or sug-
